A DIVER'S DANQER.

Tbrllllne I.'imtiri from lleutli WMln
Trt-ntur- e from n Ship.

One diver crippled for life, another
mads a raring lunatic and still an-
other escaping death by a mere shave
that is the record up to date of the ef-

fort to recover the treasure on tho
sunkon steamship Skyro, Bays the St.
Louis Post-Dispatc- h. The Skyro,
bound from Carthagenn to London,
struck on the Meixlddo reef and sunk
in twonty-olg- ht fathoms, low water.
The Meixlddo reef Is on tho coast ot
Spain, nlno miles south of Cape Fin-Utorr- o.

Tho accident occurrod in 1S91
nnd it was not until four years lator,
May 1805, that nny attempt was mado
(o recover tho valuable cargo which
tho sunken atonmshlp contained, tho
most tempting jiart of which consist-
ed of twenty-ois- ht bars of ailvor, val-
ued at $45,000. This treasure was
stored away In a sparo berth in the
cabin, while In the hold was 700 tons
ot pig lead valued at $70,000. It was
an lEnglishmau, living at Dllboa, who
made the first attempt on the treasure.
After four or five month' labor and
terrible underwater work by Uie divers,
all that tho Englishman had to show
for hU time and monoy was a grimy
piece of tho Skyrn'a braaa cabin sky-
light grating. Ono of tho divers went
raving mad from his sufferings under
water nnd when confined Jumped
through a window In his delirium. A
follow-work- waB incapacitated for
llfo as a result of his oxpoauro. The
gentleman then lot Uiinga rest at this
until July of lust year. During tho two
months following tho beginning of
thoso second operations a dlvor descend-
ed forty-fo- ur tlmos and recovered fifty-nin- e

bars of sliver, tho nvcmgo tlmo
of each doecont holng thirteen mlnutoa.
After the first thirty-seve- n bare had
been got to tho surface It was found
necMMry to use dynamite. The dyna-
mite so cleared things thnt In three
dive the Mine dlvor brought up over
J10.000 worth of silver bars. But oven
this adept at submarine work did not
come off without some close calls dur-
ing hie career. On ono occasion In com-
ing tip he fouled his air pipe with a
lloftt attached to tho buoy rope. Ho
was ascending with a strong Impetus
and the impnet with tho float turned
him downward and his head slipped
out of the helmet below the breaat-plat- e.

He could neither right himself
nor replace his head. Hut he never for
an Instant loat hta prweuce of mind,
but worked swiftly and deftly with hia
hands In this reversed position. He
mauftged to free the air plp and shot
up to the surface, feet where
he was quickly reversed by nta assist-
ants and restored to the world attor
Mich a oIom call as it Is the lot of a
very few men to survive.
